formed that the Pope’s condition 


was hopeless. 


Rome, Jan. 20. (Noon.) — Pope Bene­ 
dict is dying. 
The last sacrament was adminis­ 
tered to his Holiness on his request 
early today. 
At half past ten this 
mornng, * Grand Penitential Cardinal 
Giorgi began recital of prayers for 
the dying. 
The Vatican notified the 
Italian government that 
the 
pope’s 
condition was hopeless. 
At half past 
eight this morning, a bulletin was is­ 
sued from the Vatican saying that 
Pope Benedict's,condition has become 
extremely grave during the night. 
His holiness was severely agitated 
by the bronchial catarrh which has 
spread to his lungs and heart. 
His 
temperature at that 
time 
was 
a n ­ 
nounced as 38 centigrade, pulse 102, 
respiratory 58. 
Shortly before noon the Vatican an ­ 
nounced that the Pope himself had 
asked that the last sacrament be giv 
en, realizing that he was dying. 
The 
administration of the la st'sa c ra m e n t 
was then authorized by Doctors Big- 
nami, Marehia Fava and 
Battistini, 
who found his Holiness had taken a 
sudden tu rn for the worse at four 
o’clock this morning. 
The Pope was 
breathing with great difficulty.’ 
The bronchial 
inflamation 
which 
Pope Benedict suffered yesterday ex­ 
tended to his lungs and heart. 
Early 
today his Holiness weakened after his 
condition had remained stationary d u r­ 
ing the night. 
An earlier bulletin from the Vati­ 
can today said that Doctors Battistini 
and Angeli remained will his Holi­ 
ness throughout the night. 
Up to 
three o’clock this morning they were 
hopeful for the Pope's condition, as 
it had remained stationary. 
The ill­ 
ness of Pope Benedict was the result 
of a chill which his Holiness caught 
last Sunday when he was celebrating. 
At the time, Pope Benedict started 
shivering and coughing violently, but 
insisted upon finishing the 
servile, 
and refused to be carried, but walked 
to his apartment. 
Pope Benedict at the time consid­ 
ered the cough 
insignificant. 
His 
temperature rose on Monday, and his 
physician was summoned. 
All 
audiences 
were 
suspended 
throughout the week. 
The Pope, al­ 
though suffering from what was de­ 
scribed by physicians as bronchial 
catarrh, remained cheerful. 
Yesterday he asked to be allowed to 
answer what 
correspondence 
there 
was, but the request was refused by 
his doctors. 
The whole nation has waited anx­ 
iously for every bulletin, 
and was 
cheered last night by the announce­ 
ment saying there was no cause for 
alarm. 
A diagnosis of influenza accompan­ 
ied by bronchial catarrh, however, was 
made by Doctor Battistini and con­ 
firmed by Professor Marehia Fava, a 
throat specialist, and Doctor Bignami.

receive the last communication while 
still strong enough to do honor to the? 
Almighty. 
As soon as the decision was reached J 
to administer the last sacrament, an 1 
order was issued to all the four hun­ 
dred churches of Rome. 
Almost sim­ 
ultaneously the bells of all these edi­ 
fices began tolling to summon the 
people for the purpose of offering up 
prayer for the Pope. 
At the same 
moment when the final 
sacraments 
were administered, thousands of peo­ 
ple in Rome were on their knees either 
in one ot the churches or in private 
(Impels. 
The Ceremony itself was 
simple and effective. 
As soon as the 
Pope’s private priest had finished con­ 
fessing him, the doors were thrown 
open and the relatives assembled in 
the 
anti-chamber 
entered.. 
At 
the 
same time word was sent to St. Peter’s 
where all the cardinals and prelates 
strong enough to stand the ordeal had 
assembled. 
The sacrist of the vati­ 
can headed the procession, hearing the 
holy wafer, and escorted by a depart­ 
ment of noble guards. 
The cantos of 
St. Peter came next. 
Among the mem­ 
bers were nearly all the admirals who 
are always at Rome. After them came 
the piemonsignors, chaplains, apostolic 
proconaparies, 
the 
auditors of the 
rota, the segnatura and titer ecclesi­ 
astical dignataries, the Pope’s private 
chaplain residing at Rome, and prac­ 
tically all the various ecclesiasticals 
connected with the Vatican adminis­ 
tration. 
A large delegation of old 
Roman 
nobility and Palatine Guards closed 
up the procession. 
From the St. Pet­ 
er sacristry, where it was organized, 
the procession 
slowly 
wound 
up 
through the chapel prescribed 
with 
prayers and psalms. 
From the courts 
where the procession paused for a 
moment to allow the aged priests to 
catch up with the head of the proces­ 
sion. it resumed its m arch up. 
On the threshold it was met by the 
presect of ceremony, together with 
the assistant minister of ceremonies. 
Only a few cardinals, entered the 
sick room. 
The remanded of the pro-* 
cession continued in t h e -corridor,-re* 
pealing the prayer of tile dying. Tile 
Pope was then fully conscious. 
Ow­ 
ing to his weakened condition, only a 
small particle of the holy wafer was 
placed on his tongue. 
While the ceremonies 
lasted, the 
various cardinals gathered ai his Iod­ 
ide and recited in subdued and Solemn 
tones. 
After reading the profession of faith, 
Cardinal Girodi gave to the Pope the 
Ebullition in articulo mortins. 
The 
words of the formula were pronounced 
slowly, as though to impress every­ 
one within hearing of the solemnity 
of the occasion.

funding hill through. 
Leaders realise 
that no matter how strong the demand 
for a bonus is, from some of the four 
milton ex-service men, there are mil­ 
lions of others with whom it will prove 
exceedingly unpopular when they have 
taxes to pay like those indicated.

RI LES FUR HIGHWAY ACT 


The Secretary of A griculture is con- J 
sidel ing a tentative d raft of rules and j 
regulations for the adm inistration of I 
the Federal highway act under which 
$75,000,000 is made available for the 
construction of Federal aid roads. 
In : 
formulating these rules, it is said, the j 
departm ent is consulting the state 
highway officials who will have much 
to do with carrying out the purpose of 
the act, as represented by the execu­ 
tive committee of the American Asso­ 
ciation of State Highway Officials. 
According to the annoucement, each 
Stute Highway departm ent is required 
to submit a tentative map showing 
routes proposed for prim ary and sec­ 
ondary systems of roads to he con­ 
structed under the act. 
Special at­ 
tention will lie given social and eco­ 
nomic questions involved in consider­ 
ing these recommendations. 
Pending 
definite decision upon details of the 
Federal highway system, each project 
submitted by (lie states will lie given 
close study by tile Bureau of public 
Hoads to determine w hether the pro­ 
posals will fit in with the general sys­ 
tem finally worked out. 
If salaries are to he high enough to 
“put officials beyond tem ptation,’' re­ 
m arks the Philadelphia Record, the 
taxpayer will have nothing left to live 
on. 


The two houses of co n g ress this 
week adopted a joint resolution ex­ 
tending for eight years more the pref­ 
erence given to former service men in 
m akng entry on public lands. 
The 
period of two years specified in the 
original law for the preference to con­ 
tinue was about to expire. 
Under the 
law, form er service men are permitted 
to make entry ninety days in advance 
of tile opening of an allotm ent, and 
are granted a general choice in lands 
to be throw n open for settlem ent.

States Employment Service shows a 
gradual increase in em ployment in 
most of tile basic or non-essential in­ 
dustries and an increase in unem ploy­ 
m ent in the agricultural districts of 
the Middle West, West and South.

Cleaning Paper. 
G rease or finger m arks on books or 
papers m ay be removed by th e follow­ 
ing process: M ake a thick paste by 
thoroughly grinding up a spoonful of 
m agnesium carb o n a te w ith a sufficient 
quantity of benzol in a cup or m ortar, 
and apply a sm all quantity of this 
p aste to tile finger-marks, rubbing It 
in ’ lightly w’ith the tip of the finger. 
T he benzol will exap orate in a few 
m om ents, w hen th e paper should be 
brushed w ith a clean, soft brush. 
If 
th e first application Is not sufficient, 
repeat the operation. 
E xperim ent on 
a piece of w aste p ap er before w orking 
on anything you value.
